After a lengthy discussion tho bill was 
read a first time and referred to the stand- 
ing committee on railways.

Mr, Bole moved, seconded by Mr. Orr,

The lion. Mr. Robson was very glad 
the hon. member for New Westminster 
city had moved for the correspondence. 
When this matter was referred to incident- 
ally, during a previous debate, the lion, 
gentleman had stated that he (bun. Mr. 
Robson) had promised the piece of land 
in question to Mr. Boyd and Air. Milligan, 
thus trying to lake it away from the 
"poor lishermen," aud when the state- 
ment was contradicted, tho hon. gentle- 
man said these men had told him so, and 
he believed them in preference to the 
provincial secretary. 

The matter luivina a, .sinned the form of 



Mr. Beaven said ho did not use those 
words. 

Mr. T. Davie continuing said this was a 
very serious matter and he would hare 
thought when such a statement was made 
by an honorable gentleman that ho would 
havo called for a committee or taken some 
steps t6 substantiate what he had said.

Mr. Grant said ho was not tho only one 
who had been told that voters had rooeived 
papers with a marl; drawn through the 
name of the honorable senior member for 
Victoria, lie had no' doubt but the in- 
formants to whom he referred could ba 
brought forward to give evidence.

During the first days of July, Mr. Hugh 
Boyd had expressed a w ish to obtain for 
his nephew a certain piece of land, upon 
which to make a home, lie (Mr. Robson) 
told Mr. Boyd t" send down a written 
application aud he would see- what could 
bo done. Shortly after he received a 
letter from Mr. Boyd enclosing a formal 
application. The letter was dated July 
8, 18JSti, and in it the following passage 
occurred:— "Enclosed you will find an 
application to tho hon. the chief com- 
missioner nf lands and w orks, for permis- 
sion to either pre ompt or purchase (tho 
latter 1 would much prefer) the lot 1 was 
talking to you about. 1 would ask you 
as a great favor to try and get it for me." 
Now that was uoi the language likely to 
ho employed by one to 'whom tho land 
had been proihiserfj bul what he particu- 
larly desired to bring to tho notice of tho 
house was this fact; —Mr. Boyd's apphca- 
t ion was dated tho8thof J uly, and (as would 
bo found when tho correspondence came 
down) the first application was made on 
behalf of the fishermen towards the end 
of A.ugust, five or six weeks after- 
ward ! II would be soon, therefore, how 
utterly absurd it was to charge' him with 
having tried to snatch the land away 
from the "poor fishermen" and give it to 
Mr. Boyd. It was proper to .state that 
tho conversal ion and ci »rrospondeivco men- 
tioned was all thai took [dace between 
himself and Mr, Boyd, and that, as a mat- 
ter of fact, the land described in Mr. 
Boyd's application was not lot 4, block 4 
at all. Now, he did nol wish to bo tin- 
ders! I as saying thai tho hon. member 

for Westminster was nol told thai ho 
(Mr. Robson) had promised the land in 
question to Mr. Boyd; but lie did say most 
emphatically that if Mr. Boyd did say so, 
he stated that which was utterly untrue, 
and inconsistent with the evidence. Ad- 
verting to the ease of .Mr. Milligan, he 
emphatically denied having ever promised 
the land in question to thai gentleman, 
although he had occupied the land for 
^ears and made 'improvements on it with 
tho knowledge of the government. When 
that gentleman learned that the land was 
being sought after he applied to hini(Mr. 
Robson) and was distinctly told that if 
the lishermen were prepared to carry out 
t heir . scheme they slo nib i have tho land 
in preference to all other .applicants, but 
if not, tho land would most probably be 

put Up at auction and sold to the highest 

bidder, and. in .such event , he (Mr. Rob- 
son) would endeavor to have the improve- 
ments valued and paid for, and be would 
read a paBssgo from i. letter written by 
Mr. Milligan, dated Octobor L8th, show- 
ng thai ho so understood the matter: — 
"I did not hoar from you by letter since 
my second letter to you. I!ut. Mr. Sex- 
iinith told me he had n talk with you and 

.you said t bat in case I hose part ies (i. ft, 

the fishermen,) did nol carry out their 
agreement, tho only alternative would be 
to put the land up for public sale to high- 
est bidder, and thai the improvements 
would bo allowed to ino." He hoped ho 
had made il BUlliciotltly clear to the bouse 

hat he bad nol promised the piece of land 
in question either to Mr. Boyd or Mr. 
Milligan, much less had be attempted to 
snatch il from the fishermen, and be con- 
cluded (amid applause) by expressing the 
opinion that before the member for West- 
minster had many years experience . in 
public life he would learn that to manu- 
facture or retail such slanderous stories in 
the house was an unprofitable, as it was 
certainly an unstatesmauliko occupation. 
Mr. Bolo had mi stated that Mr. 

.Milligan bad alleged that the land was 

promised to him, but that Mr. B'oyd had 
told him (Mr. Bole) that the provincial 
secretary bad, at the time of the election, 
promised t he land I" him. Ho (Mr*, Bole) 
would believe Mr. Boyd and not the pro- 
vincial secretary.

any sense of the word. Tho whole pro 
vinco wan interested in the matter and ho 
had introduced his motion for a select 
committee to enquire into and report upon 
the subject of these rates as the only busi- 
ness like way that might tend to these 
rates being placed upon a more satisfac- 
tory basis. He thought if tho report of 
the committee was forwarded to tho fed- 
eral government and the 0. P. R. author- 
ities a good result might be achieved 
and these present excessive rales modified. 
Ho regretted the remarks of tho Sentinel 
as they were incorrect and not fair to him 
as a representative of the district.

Not only had 
it received a large grant of the most valu- 
able portion of Vancouver island, but it 
was also subsidized hy the Dominion gov- 
ernment to the extent of |750,OOO. Tho 
contract provided that tho railway should 
hare a certain grade and that its curves 
should not exceed a certain radius. Ho 
claimed that Mr. Dunsmuir had changed 
the grades and forty-fivo curves from thu 
fixed minimum, and had dono so without 
sutliciont authority. He wanted to know 
why the government Bhould havo under- 
taken to relievo a contractor so groat a re- 
sponsibility. 

The honorable attorney-general pointed 
out that the authorized grad 
could be legally diverted from when the 
character of the country was such as to 
justify the change. The house had before 
it when tho vote was taken in regard to the 
curves tho report of the Dominion govern- 
ment .engineer which stated that a more 
durable road had been constructed than if 
the curves provided for in thu specifica- 
tions had been made. From bis recollec- 
tion the house had before it at the time 
tho vote was taken, all the information in 
thu possession of the government. 

Mr. Stenhouse favored the resolution. 
He thought the returns asked for were 
necessary for the vindication of the 
government as well as for the satisfaction 
of the house. The procedure in regard to 
tho change of curvatures on tho Island 
railway was known to but few, and the 
time had arrived when it should be made 
public. His constituents had a peculiar 
interest in the subject under discussion, 
and a complaint in the form of a petition 
would be sent in at the proper time, not 
to the local house but to Ottawa. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said in vio,v of tho 
resolution referred to having passed by a 
vote of 16 to 2, it seemed to him that the 
remarks of the leader of the opposition 
were a great reflection on the bite house. 
The only two who opposed that resolution 
wore Mr. Boavcn and the sonior member 
for Yale. It was not to bo won- 
dered afc, that the houso should have 
been so unanahnous on this resolution 
seeing that it had before it the statement 
of the highest engineering authority, to 
tho effect that a more durable ami desira- 
ble road had been made than if Hie speci- 
fications had been followed in regard to 
the curvature. The house had simply 
acted as any set of business men would 
havo done. It was well known, more than 
half of tho road was owned by the hon. 
senior member for Nanaimo, whose 
pluck, courage and perseverance shown, 
in the undertaking must command 
tho admiration of everyone and it 
was, therefore, to that gentleman's 
advantage to have a good durable piece of 
work. He was suro the honorable senior 
member for Nanaimo would bo happy to 
sell the road to tho leader of the opposi- 
tion to-morrow for what it had cost him. 
(Mr. Dunsmuir — hoi»r, hear). 

Mr. Davie hoped thu resolution would 
not bu allowed to pass. It was clear the 
object of it was the annoyance of certain 
persons in this houso and it was carefully 
framed so at to bo offensive to them. 

Mr. Dunsmuir said he had tried to 
benefit the country with what be had 
made in it. Although he said so himself, 
ho believed he had benefitted the city of 
Victoria moro than ever the narrow 
minded leader of the opposition had. He 
was in a position to state that that gent le- 
men instead of encouraging capital to 
come in was driving it out of the country. 

Mr. Grant said when the matter under 
discussion came up in the late legislature 
the government said their attention had 
been called to it only a day or two pre- 
vious, while it had been done so months 
before. . 

Mr. Semlin had opposed the resolution 
in the late house and could therefore 
speak consistently. If tho government 
had any correspondence on the subject) 
they should bring it down. 

Mr. Higgins said if ho thought tho 
resolution had any object or motive other 
than the annoyance of the senior member 
for Nanaimo, he would bo glad to vote for 
it. The resolution, however, was the out- 
eomo of a species of warfare in this house, 
which to say the least, was vory discredi- 
table. The hope of the country was to 
induce capital to come in, and as was well 
known, it was shy enough without being 
harassed by the leader of the opposition. 

Mr. Beaven said the government had a 
tolegram in its possession dated the 25th 
February, 188fi, relating to this matter, 
whereas it was not brought before the 
house till tho 6th of April. 

Tho resolution on being put was nega- 
tived by a vote of 14 to 7. 

THE REPORTER'S GALLERY. 

Mr. Higgins, to a question of privilege, 
called attention to the frigid condition of 
the reporter's gallery. Honorable mem- 
bers were not slow to rise in their 
places and complain if their remarks 
were not correctly reported, but it was im- 
possible to make an accurate report in the 
present condition of the galleries. He 
had some experience in them and knew 
it was impossible. Ho suggested the use 
of gas stoves. 

Tho attorney-general moved that the 
houso adjourn, as ho understood thore was 
no gas. 

Mr. Dunsmuir — There don't at>p«tar to 
be any scarcity of it. (Laughter.) 
Houso adjourned at 5 p. m,

There aro strong indications that the 
coal-handlers and longshoremen's strike at 
New York and New Jersey will soon end. 

The chamber of deputies at Paris 
passed without debate or scrutiny the 
extra budgets asked for the war and naval 
departments. 

I t is stated tho Abyssininns lost 5,000 
men in the battles m which the Italian 
forces were defeated near Massowah, in 
the Soudan, on January 2(i and 27. 

Nothwithstandiugthe gloomy wutlook in 
European affairs, the Rotshcmlds believe 
that peace will be maintained and their 
faith is apparently shared by all the lead- 
ing financiers. 

The Commercial Bank (limited) of 
London, Eng., has failed, Its doors were 
not opened on Tuesday. The concern 
did a small business consisting mostly in 
loans to small tradesmen. 

Beach has accepted Halibut's, challenge 
to row on the Nepoan river. Hanlan will 
start for Australia about the end of Aug- 
ust or the first part of September. He 
positively declines to row on tho Para- 
matta river. 

The German ministers at Tangiers have 
been summoned to Berlin. It is under- 
stood that he is called homo in connection 
with a report, that the French ministers at 
Morocco had secured ah important change 
of the Algerian frontier. 

A U. S. army officer has returned from 
Sonora, Mexico, to Tucson, Arizona, after 
investigating the alleged Indian outrages 
which were reported to have been com- 
mitted a short timo since- He found that 
the outrages were perpetrated by Mexican 
robbers and not by Indians.

FOREIGN NEWS. 

Morloy Resumes tho Debate on Paraell's Amend- 
ment— Ireland must b« Treated the Same 
us Canada. 

LONDON, Feb. 8. — John Morloy resumed 
the debate on ParnoH's amendment 
to tho Queen's address. Morloy said 
bo agreed with that part of the amend- 
ment which affirmed that a remedy 
for the existing crisis in Irish affairs 
would bu found in Buch a reform of law 
and the system of government as would 
satisfy the needs and sucure the confi- 
dence of the Irish people, It was, in 
fact, no remedy short of granting tho 
Irish people seif government, The 
amendments offered by Parnell pointed 
out tho only possible policy for the 
proper government of Ireland. Con- 
cerning the question of land purchase, 
Motley asked what better torniB were 
wanted for the tenant than those pro- 
posed in the Ashbourne act which, 
though good in itself, was utterly insuf- 
ficient, for tho just demand of the home 
rulers. 

John Bright, liberal, said that it was 
no discredit to England that she failed to 
govern Ireland. The discredit was in re- 
fusing to abandon an impossible task. 
The attempt to govern by force failed in 
America and Canada, and would fail in 
Ireland. Ireland must bo treated tho 
same as Canada. The relations botweon 
landlord and tenant in Ireland was not a 
greater scandal than was the "plan of 
campaign.' He would bu surprised if 
the Irish leaders had not adopted somo 
such method.

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THE ELECTIONS. 

It is very evident that tlio political fight 
in the east frill bo more bitter than any 
that has yet taken place buico confedera- 
tion, both sides exerting all their energies 
to secure election. After one has read 
the conservative papers he lion no dillicul- 

S, in coining to the conclusion that Sir 
ohn's return is assured, while the grit 
organs declare most emphatically that 
Blake is to be the next premier. Judging 
by the tone of the independent press, the 
prospects of a conservative success seem 
excellent, and this belief is shared in by 
all the members of the Dominion cabinet. 
Mr. Foster writes from New Brunswick 
that that province will send Sir John a 
big majority. Mr. Thompson speaks quite 
ns cheerily of Nova Scotia, while Prince 
Edward Island may be counted on to do 
its duty to the old party. Ontario, it is 
conceded, will give Sir John a majority, 
and of course British Columbia, the 
Northwest Territories and Manitoba will 
swell the numbers, Quebec is the doubt- 
ful province, but Sir John seems to be- 
lieve that tlie French people will return 
to their allegiance when election day comes 
around. The probabilities are that 
tho party will bo returned to pow- 
er by 'a majority of betwuon 36 
and 40; it is quite unlikely, and most 
undesirable that it shuiild have such a 
majority aB prevailed in tho last house. 
It is to be hoped that in this city only out 
and out supporters of Sir John Maodoi.ald 
will be elected, men who can be trusted 
by the people, who have some character to 
stake, and who will not bo likely to "trim" 
when a crit ical test comes. Of course, the 
idea of running a grit candidate in this 
city is absurd. So visionary a scheme 
could only suggest itself- to a few enthusi- 
asts who "love not wisely but too well" — 
the liberal party. The candidature of an 
adherent of Blake in this city would only 
be an insult to the intelligence of the elec- 
tors, who can never fail to contrast Mnc- 
donaldism with MucKenzieisni. Still, the 
people of this city, and that moans the 
liberal conservative party, must see to it 
that no stone is left unturned to elect two 
good men and true, loyal to Sir John and 
the great party of which ho is the honored 
leader. By concentrating their efforts on 
two men they will secure that result and 
' toach would-be representatives a lesson 
which will stand them in good stead in 
future. 

FOREIGK AFFAIRS. 

According to some political authorities, 
Russia has no intention of causing further 
irritation, and there is a general tendency 
on tho part of tho powers to hold out to 
each other the pleasant and much desired 
olive branch. But tho situation is such 
that peaceful reports and opinions are not 
likely to be readily accepted by people 
who are carefully watching the political 
changes which are gradually going on in 
Eastern Europe. It is asserted that "a 
speedy peaceful settlement of the Bulgar- 
ian question is to-day expected with much 
more confidence than was the case a week 
or two ago." This view is not, however, 
supported by occurrences and opinions in 
other quarters. There is too ostentatious 
a display of Russia's sudden disinterested- 
ness in the future of Bulgaria. A ..Vienna 
journal, which is supported by Russia, 
and is always well informed from Russian 
.sources, declares that ''Russia bitterly 
regrets having created Bulgaria, and will 
never more in the future return to her 
policy of emancipating the christians in 
the east. She will henceforth simply 
work for her own interests, and in this 
now direction it behooves her to seek a 
lasting alliance with Turkey." Russia 
has thus decided to develop a now policy, 
and that policy is slowly unfolding. It 
has long been known that tho czar was 
endeavoring to insinuate himself into the 
favor of the sultan, and now wo are open- 
ly informed that "the Bulgarian question 
will bo settled between Russia and Tur- 
key, between these two powers alone, 
and it will bo settled definitely." If 
Russia has really determined upon, the 
adoption of an)- such course, if sho 
imagines that. Europe will quietly witness 
tho making of a' Russo-Turkish alliance 
and tho settlement of the future of Bul- 
garia by the czar and the sultan, she will 
find herself mistaken. "A Russo-Turkish 
alliance," remarks a Russophile journal, 
"is indeed needful for both countries. 
Russia, having conquered Kars and 
Batoum, wants nothing more from Tur- 
key, but can give the sultan's empire her 
protection, in return for which the sul- 
tan will doubtless not make much 
difficulty about settling the question of 
tho Dardanelles in accordance with 
Russian interests, which would bo Turk- 
ish interests at the same time. As to Bul- 
garia, sho may rest assured that neither 
tho cabinet of Vienna nor that of London 
will dare to propose a candidate for the 
Bulgarian throne. " Englishmen will 
smile at the assurance that Russia "wants 
nothing more from Turkey,'' and will ask 
how much the czar would get out of a set- 
tlement of the L>ard'tnoilcs question '-in 
accordance with Russian interests." It, is 
well that some idea should be given of the 
arrogant audacity w it li which Russia looks 
forward to the time when she will be able 
by reason of her alliance with Turkey, to 
treat the interests of other powers with 
oontoinpt. The relations between Aus- 
tria-Hungary and Russia may be improv- 
ed, Germany may be on good terms with 
the great northern power, and Turkey 
may oven be waiting to fall into the arms 
of the Muscovites — but Russia will no 
sooner make a move in the direction indi- 
cated by this alleged new policy than she 
will find Europe prepared to insist that 
tho treaty of Berlin shall not lie torn up, 
and England ready to join issue with the 
forces of tho czar for the full protection of 
British interests in the east.

A Mr. Robitaille, advocate; is mention- 
ed as likely to oppose Mr. Laurior in 
Quebec East, and a requisition is being 
drawn up in Quebec Centre asking Sir 
Adolph Caron to run fur that division as 
well as for tho county, It is now said 
that Mr. Laurier will oiler for DrummOnd 
and Athabaska, the,«onsl ituoncy in which 
he was defeated when he entered tho 
Maokonzio government, as well as Quebec 
East, and that Mr. Rochetto, a wealthy 
St. Roch taunor, will oppose Sir Adolph 
Caron in Quebec county. 

Le. Coun ter tin Camilla says the battle 
is going to ho ono of the fiercest and most 
important ones ever waged in tho country. 
The conservative party presents itself to 
the people with a policy which, on the 
whole, lias been a policy of progress and 
advancement for Canada.

ONTAKIO. 

Conductor Goo. Pilri, whilu wiilklny for- 
ward on a Michigan Central train, near 
Tilbury,. Out. , on tho night of tlio 9th of 
January, to get orders, foil oil', and fifteen 
cars passed over his body. Another freight 
following also passed the engine and four 
cars ovor it before it could bo stopped; 
Pirn's body was brought to St. Thomas, 
whore he has a young wife and child. 

Karen & Co.'s organ factoiy at Wood- 
stock, were burned on tho 2nd instant. 
Loss, §30,000; partly insured. 

William Sansbum, a Hlanohard farmer, 
while endeavoring to separate two stal- 
lions which had got loose and wore light- 
ing, wiis instantly killed and fearfully 
mangled. 

Tho Siincoo woolen mills were burned 
on Feb. 2nd. Loss, 81)0,000; pretty- 
well insured. Two operators were badly 
burned, and Walter Scott, a young mar- 
ried man, perished in the dailies; 

Rev. E. W. Sibbald, incumbent of 
Christ church, Belleville, road his resig- 
nation from the pulpit, stating his will- 
ingness to quit tho church when his salary 
was paid. Ever since the lato suit arose 
there has been a split in his congregation, 
and the resignation of tho incumbent will 
probably unite tho people again. 

The impression prevails in well-inform- 
ed circles that Patterson, of Essex, will 
enter tho cabinet, should the government 
secure a now lease of power. 

Tho revised statutes of tho Dominion 
will come into force on March 1st. 

In consequence of Sheppard, of the 
Toronto News, not paying the $1000 dam- 
ages ^warded Major Dugas for libel on 
the Sixty-fifth, a new move has been 
made. Two ollicers of tho regiment have 
made depositions against Sheppard for 
criminal libel, ami officers have gone to 
Toronto to execute a warrant and bring 
Sheppard to Montreal. Sheppard 1 intended 
to light the result of the civil action in the 
Ontario courts. 

Sir Alexander Campbell has leased a re- 
sidence on Wellesley Crescent, Toronto. 

Tho famous coal conspiracy case against 
Patrick Jin ns, coal dealer,, Thomas John- 
ston, his confidential cle.ik, and John 
Venablo, mechanical superintendent of 
tho Toronto water-works, lias collapsed, 
the judge deciding that there was nothing 
to go a jury. 

David Henderson, of Acton, has been 
chosen the conservative candidate for Hal- 
ton. 

Win. Higgins, drug clerk, Woodstock, 
and son of Capt. Higgins, while handling 
a revolver accidentally shot himself 
through or near the heart and died short- 
ly after. 

Tho conservative convention for West. 
Toronto, have nominated Colonel P. 0. 
Denison. .las. Beaty has refused to retire. 
John Small is the conservative candidate 
for East Toronto. 

Joseph Atkinson, a farmer near Mor- 
don, suicided by shooting. 

Bishop Cleary spoke at Trenton and 
denied tho report that he was a supporter 
of Sir John. 

M. T. Buchanan was elected mayor of 
Ingorsoll on the 1st instant. 

Sir John, in replying to a deputation 
from Oarletoh county, said he would con- 
test it and Kingston, and it might be ne- 
cessary for him to contest other constitu- 
encies. 

The election -of McLood Stewart as 
mayor of Ottawa, is being protested by 
ox- Aid. W. E. Brown, tho defeated can- 
didate, who is taking steps to institute* 
civil and criminal proceedings against up- 
wards of two hundred voters for corrupt 
practices. The principal offence charged 
is repeating. Many of the alleged offend- 
ers are leading citizens, professional men 
and others holding high positions. 

The block of stores on the corner of 
Ridoau and Sussex streets, Ottawa, was 
damaged by lire. Loss $1(1,000; par- 
tially insured. The building was owned 
by the Metropolitan Loan and Savings 
company. 

Owing to the reformers not nominating 
a candidate for west Toronto, a deputation 
yosterday waited upon W. F. McLean', of 
the World, and requested him to run on a 
straight independent ticket. 

A deputation from the Canadian Press 
Association has interviewed Attorney- 
General Mowat, and asked for amend- 
ments to the law of libel, particularly re- 
quiring all plaintiffs to deposit a certain 
sum to cover the costs before the action ir* 
proceeded with. The most serious eon 
sideration was promised. 

A petition has boon filed on behalf of 
J. E. Summers against the election of Dr. 
Chamberlain, the Reform candidate for 
Dundas county at the recent provincial 
elections, on the ground of undue influ- 
ence and corrupt practices. 

Arthur Pinel, a Toronto post office' 
clerk, pleaded guilty to systematically 
stealing registered letters. 

L. McOallum, who represented Monck 
in the three last parliaments, hut who de- 
clined the conservative nomination again, 
has been appointed to the senate. 

Eight Canadians, who received their 
military training at Kingston, will join 
their regiments in India next month, hav- 
ing put in one year of special instruction, 
which is a high compliment to the Canad- 
ian system, cadets being required to take 
two years' special instructions. 

Detective Fred McPherson, who was re- 
cently detected robbing a till in the Can- 
ada Atlantic station, has received a sen- 
tenco of two years and a half in the peni- 
tentiary, 

The imperial government has issued an 
order stating that when ollicers of tho im- 
perial forces arc serving the .colonies they 
must look to the latter for all pay. This, 
it is claimed, will have the effect of (lis 
couraging the English ollicers from enter 
ing tho service of the colonies for the rea- 
son that they can secure better remuner- 
ation at home. 

A company with a capital of 85,000,000 
has been organized l<> undertake tho con- 
struction of a submarine tunnel bet ween 
Prince Edward Island and New Bruns- 
wick provided the government will guar- 
antee four per cent, interest on the ex- 
penditure. 

Intelligence has been received at Ot- 
tawa that 51 Indians who lied to Montana 
after the Northwest rebellion are starving 
on tho Sun river. Govornor Hanson has 
applied to his government for assistance. 
Officials of the Indian Department here 
statu that the refugees will bo treated as 
British Indians if they reoross the border. 

Patrick Burns, coal merchant, Tor- 
onto, has failed, with liabilities of 
four hundred thousand dollars. Arthur 
Lepper and Richard Trotter have endor- 
sed Burn's paper to tho extent of two 
hundred and eighty-live thousand dollars. 
Tho losses they sustain will cripple them 
almost beyond recovery. The failure is a 
bad olio, as far as can be learned, and 
assets will be but u small proportion of 
liabilities. 

The carnival at Hamilton wasa big suc- 
cess. An immense trades procession was 
witnessed by thousands of spectators. 

A lire at W. Addison's planing mill, 
Hamilton, caused $8,000 damage. Par- 
tially insured. W. Addison, while trying 
to put out the fire, was badly burned. 

Tho Critic. Bays that Lord Tennyson lias 
written to Mr. Win. Kirby, of Niagara, 
Out., author of "Lo Chiun d'Or," to say

Mr. George McDonald, student dentist, 
of Arnprior, who is now attending a 
medical college in Toronto, has inhoritcd 
a handsome legacy, amounting to $21,000, 
by the will of his grand aunt, who diod a 
short time ago. The deceased, whose 
maiden name was Catherine McDonald, is 
the widow of Colonel Donald White, of 
St. John, N. B., who during tho war of 
1«12, commanded the 104th regiment. 

A mother of twonty-ono children voted 
for Mr. Howland at tho lato Toronto 
mayoralty election, and praised God that 
she had lived to see tho day to do it. 

Dr. S. A. Abbott, one of the most suc- 
cessful physicians of Belleville, was found 
dead m his bed. 

Lieut. Stairs, Royal Enginoera, and a 
graduate of the Royal Military Collogo, 
Kingston, is a member of Stanley's ex- 
pedition for the relief of Emin Boy. 

OUEUKO. 

A special decree received from Rome, 
appoints Archbishop Fabre vico-chan- 
cellor of Laval University. 

Lieut. -Gov. Masson will leave Quebec 
in a few days for Bermuda. Hon. P. 
Garreau, commissioner of crown lands, 
will accompany him. A deputy governor 
will bo appointed to act during his ab- 
sence. Chief Justice Dorion and Chief 
Justice Stuart are mentioned. His honor 
expects to be absent a month. 

The Marquis of Lansdowno subscribed 
a hundred dollars towards the erection of 
Jacques Carrier's monument in Quebec. 
His excellency expressed his admiration 
for the great men who were the pioneers 
of civilization in Canada. 

Judgment has been given Mr. Mc- 
Groovy against McDougal for £8:J,50l). 
The suit was instituted for §200,000, the 
damages for profit realized by defendant, 
John McDougall, of Montreal, out of the 
sale of the plaintiff's stock in the North 
Shore Railway Company, transferred witli 
the right of redemption. 

Mr. Taillon has been appointed judge 
of the superior court of Quebec, but it is 
doubtful if he will accept. 

Win. Elliott's house on Star Island, on 
the St. Lawrence, was burned last week, 
and M rs. Elliott and two children perished 
in the flames. 

The building and stock of tho Mon- 
treal stamp laundry and Shannon & Co., 
grocers, was damaged by fire. Loss 
$15,000; insured. 

Aid. Rainville will oppose Abbott for 
the mayoralty. 

M. Laviolette, the chief warden of St. 
Vincent do Paul penitentiary, has been 
superannuated and replaced by T. Ouimet, 
deputy warden, hi other of the late mem- 
ber of parliament for Laval. 

John O'Neil, a Montreal trader, has 
disappeared. A guardian has been ap- 
pointed to protect tho interests of the 
creditors. The court had ordered O'Neil 
to appear wit bin six days. 

Archbishop Fabre called attention to 
the fact that he has forbidden Sunday 
weddings. 

Michael Kelly, a man living in Grif- 
tintown. Montreal, committed a 
brutal attack which will probably end 
fatally on his daughter, Mrs. Mary Clarke. 
She was remonstrating with him for his 
constant inebriety, when in a paroxysm of 
drunken anger ho rushed upon her, 
plunging a keen-edged butcher's knife 
into her breast. The weapon penetrated 
the lungs, and the doctors say there is no 
hope of tho woman's recovery. Her 
anti-mortem deposition is being taken. 
The father has been arrested and placed 
in jail. 

Carroll Ryan, formerly chief editor of 
the Ottawa Free Press, and late of tho 
Ottawa Null, has assumed the general 
editorship of tho Montreal Post. 

After a journey in the States of three 
mouths, the Canadian Pacilic exhibition 
car has returned to Canada. It was 
visited by upwards of 200,000 people, and 
the exhibition was much appreciated. 
After sonio necessary repairs the car will 
be exhibited to Ontario inhabitants. 

The county of Two Mountains, thirty 
miles from Montreal, was startled 
on learning that the school house at St. 
Dominique was destroyed by tiro during 
the night, and that four young girls had 
perished in tho flames. It appears that 
three sisters, aged ten, eleven and twelve, 
daughters of Mr. Ambrose, of St. 
Monique, and another girl, a daughter of 
Joseph Forget, slept in the house during 
the night. Their charred remains were 
found among the ashes. 

M. M. Tait, Q. C, of Montreal, has 
been appointed judge of tho supreme 
court of Quebec, Dice Buchanan, resigned. 

Hon. Mr. Gagnon, provincial secretary, 
will bo opposed in Quebec by Sir Hector 
Langevin's son-in-law, T. 0. Capais, and 
the contest gives promise of being a lively 
one. 

The campaign for Sir Donah' Smith is 
being actively prosecuted in Montreal 
West, Among the knight's most cordial 
supporters is Mr. Joseph Hickson of the 
T. H. 



NOVA SCOTIA. 

All the miners at. the Vale, Acadie and 
Union collieries, in Pictou county, went 
on strike on the 'Mm lilt., on account of 
the reduction in the price of coal cutting 
in one of the works. About 1,200 men 
and boys altogether joined in the strike. 

The building occupied by Thomas S. 
Whitman, the Nova Scotia steamship 
company, A. B. Cunningham, and the 
customs department, Annapolis, was 
burned. The loss is between fifteen and 
twenty thousand. Whitman had five 
thousand insurance. 

Mr. A. C. Bell, 'the leader of tho oppo- 
sition in the local house, will run in 
Pictou, which he represents in the legis- 
lature, as a third lory candidate. He 
will receive the support of that section 
of the party who are dissatisfied with' 

Charles EL Tupperand John McDougall, 
the last members who have boon renomi- 
nated. 

There will be a big boom in railway 
construction in Nova Scotia next summer. 
Sir Charles Tupper announces that the 
government have agreed to complete and 
operate, as part of the Inter-colonial, Ji 
loop line from Oxford to Now Glasgow. 
Work on the Capo Breton railway begins 
this week. Contracts for building the 
International line through Maine will be 
let next week. Tho Dominion govern- 
ment have also made arrangements to 
complete and extend the Western Counties 
railway, between Annapolis and Yar- 
mouth. 



NEW BRUNSWICK. 

The New Brunswick government has 
given a site for the erection of a hospital, 
and it is stated that Lady Tilley has hail 
much to do with arranging a plan for tho 
same. Tho corner stonu is to be laid on 
the 28th June next, and tho name given 
will ho " Victoria hospital," in commem- 
oration of her majesty's jubilee. 

The Canadian government decided to 
release tho American fishing schooners 
Jeannette and Maggie Mitchell, at St. 
Andrew's, N. B., a lew weeks ago, on tho 
payment of lines of $50 nnd $100, respec- 
tively. The charge was infraction of the 
customs and fisheries regulations. 



MANITOBA. 
Mr. John H. Van Zile has been ap- 
pointed by the Canadian Pacific, superin- 



tendent of the Medicine Hat dirision, in 
place of Superintendent Shields, resigned. 

'Another large batch of election protests 
has been filed, including one in South 
Winnipeg. Every provincial seat, with 
the exception of whore the members were 
returned by acclamation, will be con- 
tested. 

Mr. A. O'Donoghue, brother of Pro- 
fessor O'Donohue, who took part in Riel's 
first rising, whereby some land ho owned 
at Fort Garry was forfeitod, threatens to 
make things unpleasant for somebody 
unless his claim for compensation is settled. 
He has possession of his brother's private 
correspondence and papers. 

Gibson's unoccupied livory stable on 
Sixth street, Brandon, was completely 
destroyed on February 1st, by tire. Loss 
about $1,500. Tho owner lost heavily, 
having no insurance on a number of rigs 
stored there. Tho building was insured 
for 8G00. The cause of the tiro is un- 
known. 

NORTH WEST TEUIUTOKI ES. 
Forty delegates from all parts of East- 
ern Assiniboia mot at Broadview and 
nominated James Hi Dickie, of Carlylo, 
as tho liberal candidate, in opposition to 
W. D. Perloy.

Shops Totally I leBtioyod- Kst hunted 
Loss $100,000. 

(Correspondence d/Thk Colonist.) 

This morning about, I! o'clock the steam 
whistle from the machine shop of the (.'. 
P. R. Co. commenced to sound, and con- 
tinued to blow, awakening the people 
from their slumbers, and on looking in 
the direction of No. I tunnel it, was at 
once perceived that the railway workshops 
were in Haines. The night,, or rather the 
morning, was bitterly cold and stormy, 
and although the moon was at the full, 
the reflection of the lire across the Frasor 
on to the opposite snowy banks for a 
long distance down, together with the 
bright light shining upon the huge blocks 
of ice Heating down the river, was a beau- 
tiful scone long to be remembered. 

Within ten minutes of the tirst scream 
whistle, Mr. J. R. Johnston, the master 
mechanic; Mr. Hlack, the storekeeper; 
Mr. Harnett, the foreman of the shops; 
Mr. Hodgins, the chief clerk, and a num- 
ber of the inhabitants and railway hands 
were on the spot. 

It was at once apparent, the tank bein 
frozen over and no water obtainable, fb 
all efforts to save the buildings would 
prove fruitless, therefore Mr. Johnston, 
with self-possessed discrimination; direct- 
ed tho attention of the workmen and 
others to save the freight cars, locomo- 
tives, portable machinery and tools from 
the "running shop." Willing hands 
thereupon buckled to and ran out the cars 
and locomotives and carried the machinery 
and tools to a safe distance, as it was fully 
anticipated that tho "running shop, 
which adjoined the machine shop, would 
fall a pre}' to tho devouring element. As 
it was the roof was discovered to be on 
tire, and a young fellow named John 
Campbell, with commendable pluck, 
crawled up to the roof from the inside and 
cut away the burning timber and by this 
means no doubt saved the building. 

The flames from the carpenter shop 
soon spread to the adjoining machine 
shop, and it waB at once seen that then? 
was no [lower at hand to save this well 
constructed building and valuable machin- 
ery from destruction. The blacksmith 
shop across the track and opposite to the 
carpenter shop, was already on fire and 
soon fell in ruins. 

It is supposed the cause of the fire was 
a spark from the engine of a freight train 
which passed up about 2 o'clock this 
momintj, falling amongst the shavings in 
the vicinity of tho carpenter shop. 

Tho loss to the company is estimated to 
he at least $100,0(K). 

Mr. Johnston has expressed his best 
thanks to those citizens who courageously 
turned out and rendered him assistance 
on such a bitterly cold night.
